Hunger mil emphasise the distinguishing traits of the various periods and their 
influence on later arts including the arts of today* 

For example, the style of Greek and Roman temples is reflected in many 
of Cleveland* s own public buildings as the great Gothic cathedrals are ecaoed in 
several Cleveland churches# 

The class will learn how, after Francis I entered Italy on a military 
campaign and returned to France with Leonardo da Vinci, the style of the Italian 
Renaissance began to dominate the style of XVI century France# The Italian 
tradition was later adopted by English artists traveling on the Continent, and 
even later by young Americans studying in England# This relationship and others
